PHE Committee, to whom all the Books, Inſtruments, and Pa- 


1 pers relating to the Sale of the Eſtate of James late Earl of Der- 


wentwater, were referred, purſuant to the Order of the Houſe, have 
examined the ſaid Books, Inſtruments, and Papers. 


Before your Committee entred into their Examination, they peru- 
Ted the Act of Parliament, paſſed in the firſt Year of the Reign of 


his late Majeſty King George, intitled, An A# for appointing Commiſ- 
froners to Enquire into the Eſtates of certain Traitors, and of Popiſh Re- 
cuſants, and of Eſtates given to Superſtitions Uſes, in Order to raiſe Mo- 


_ ney out of them ſeverally, for the Uſe of the Publick: And alſo, the Act 
paſſed in the fourth Year of his ſaid late Majeſty's Reign, inticled, An 


Act for Veſting the Forfeited Eſtates in Great Britain and Ireland in 


Truſtees, to be ſold for the Uſe of the Publick; and for giving Relief to 


lawful Creditors, by determining the Claims; and for more eſtectual bring- 
70 0 the reſpective Exchequers, the Rents and Profits of the ſaid Eſtates, 
till fold. | — — | pond 

By the firſt of which Acts it was Enacted, That all Eſtates of what 
Nature or Kind ſoever, whereof any Perſon or Perſons attainted of High 
Treaſon ſince the Twenty-fourth of June 1715, and before the Twenty- 


fourth of June 1718, for Crimes committed before the Firſt of June 


1716, was, were, or ſhould be ſeized or poſſeſſed of, in his, her, 
or their own Right, or to his, her, or their own Uſe, or whereof any 
other Perſon or Perſons, was, were, or ſhould be poſſeſſed of, or inte- 
reſted in, or to the Uſe of or in Truſt for them or any of them, on the 


ſaid 


, Eſtate of James late Earl of Derwentwater, which have been 
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ſaid Twenty-fourth of Zune 1715, or at any Time afterwards, ſhould 
be forfeited to, and veited in his ſaid lace Majeſty, his Heirs and 
Succefſors, and were declared to be ſo veſted, according to the ſe- 


veral and reſpective Eſtates and Intereſts, which the ſaid Perſons 
Artainted or to be Attainted, or any in Truſt for them, or any of 
them, had or ſhould have therein, for the Ule of the Publick. 

And to the End that all the Eſtates ſo veſted might be better 


diicovered and aſcertained, Commiſſioners were appointed by the ſaid 
Act for inquiring into all ſuch Eſtates, and to receive and allow the 
Claims mace, within the Times thereby appointed, of all and every 


Perſon and Perſons (other than the Forfeiting Perſons, or thoſe in 
Truſt for them) having any Eſtate, Right, Title, or Intereſt, in Law 
or Equity, in, to, out of, or upon any of the Eſtates ſo veſted in 
his ſaid late Majeſty. „% : Es

By the other Act of the fourth Year of his late Majeſty's Reign, all 


Eſtates, which by the former Act were veſted; or intended to be 
veſted in his faid-Jate Majeſty, his Heirs and Sueceſſors, were veſt- 


ed in Thirteen Commiſſloners and Truſtees therein named, according 
to the ſeveral Eſtates and Intereſts veſted or intended to be veſted 
in his ſaid late Majeſty by the former Act, to the End the ſame 


might be bargained, fold, diſpoſed of, and applyed by the ſaid Tru- 


Nees, and the Survivors of them, to and for the Ules in the ſaid Act 


mentioned and declared. . 
And the ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, or any four of them, were 
thereby declared a Court of Record; and they, or any four of them, 


were enabled and required to ſell all and ſingular the Eſtates and In- 
tereſts veſted in them, (aſter ſuch Claims allowed, as in the ſaid Act 


preſcribed) as ſoon after the Twenty-fifth Day of March 1718, as con- 
veniently might be, to any Perſon or Perſons being Proteſtants, Bo- 
dies politick or corporate (other than the ſaid Commiſſioners and 


| Truſtees, or their Officers, or others in Truſt for them, or any of 
them) and, in Order thereto, ſhould cauſe publick Notice to be given 


by the Space of fifteen Days at leaſt of the Time, and Place, when and 
where they intended to begin to expoſe to Sale any Part of ſuch Pre- 
miſſes; and at ſuch appointed Time ſhould expoſe the ſame to Sale, 


in ſuch Parts or Proportions, as the ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, 
or any four of them, ſhould think convenient, by Cant or Auction; 


and the Perſon or Perſons, who thereupon ſhould bid moſt for the 


fame, above the Price ſet thereon; ſhould be deemed the Purchaſor 
or Purchaſors thereof; and the ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, or 


any four of them, ſhould immediately upon every ſuch Sale or Con- 
tract cauſe an Entry to be made in their Books of all and every the 
particular Eſtates ſo ſold and contracted for, and what Eſtate and In- 
rereſt they ſold therein; and for the Satisfaction of ſuch Buyers or 
Contractors, if they ſhould inſiſt thereupon, the ſaid Commiſſioners. 
and Truſtees, or any four of them, ſhould give a Note in Writing, 
under their Hands and Seals, unto the ſeveral Buyers, expreſſing the 
Particulars by them bought, for what Eſtate or Intereſt therein, the 
Price and the Time of ſuch Sale or Contract, and thereupon ſuch 
Buyers ſhould pay the Price agreed on into the Exchequer, at the 


Time ſuch Commiſſioners or Truſtees, or any four of them, ſhould. 


appoint ; and they, or any four of them, being certified of the Pay- 
ment thereof, ſhould execute an Indenture or Contract of Bargain 


and Sale, of the Parcels ſo bought and paid for, as aforeſaid, to every 


ſuch Buyer or Buyers thereof, for ſuch Eſtate or Intereſt therein, — 
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the ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, or any four of them, ſhould 
contract to fell; which Indenture or Contract being enrolled, as the 
ſaid Act directed, every ſuch Purchaſor or Purchaſors, their Heirs, 
Succeſſors, Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Afhgaes ſhould hold and 
enjoy ſuch Eſtate and Intereſt, as ſhould be conveyed to them by the 
ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, or any four of them, freed and dit- 


charged from all Claims and Demands of his faid late Majeſty, bis 


Heirs, and Succeſſors, and of the faid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, 
their Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſignes, and of all and 


every other Perſon or Perſons whatſoever (other than and except ſuck 


Claims and Demands allowed by the ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, 
or any four of them, or Delegates on the Determination of ſuch 
Claims) and allo freed and diſcharged of and from all Breach of Truſt, 


which could be pretended to be committed by the faid Commiſſion- 
ers and Triiſtees, in not ſtrictly purſuing the Powers or Directions 
given by the ſaid Act,

And if any Perſon or Perſons, who ſhould contract for any Purchaſe, 
as aforeſaid, ſhould not within the Time appointed pay the Money 


contracted for, every ſuch Buyer ſhould forfeit one fifth part of the 


Conſideration Money contracted for; and the Commiſſioners and 
Truſtees, or any four of them, ſhould proceed to a new Sale of all 
and every ſuch Eſtate or Eſtates. 


The ſaid Act alſo directed the Payment of 1000/7. per Ann. free of 


Taxes, to each Commiſſioner and Truſtee, for his Labour, Pains and 


Services in the Execution of the ſeveral Truſts by the ſaid Act re— 


poſed in him; and there was a Power for the Commiſſioners of the 


Treaſury to pay, by way of Impreſt, to ſuch Perſon, as the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners and Truſtees ſhould nominate, ſuch Sums of Money for 
the Payment of the Salaries of their Inferior Officers, and for Incident 
Charges, as the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury ſhould judge neceſlary 


and reaſonable, . 

Upon entring into this Examination, your Committee found in a 
London Gazette, dated from Saturday June the Fifteenth, to Tu?/day June 
the Eighteenth 1723, an Advertiſement in the following Words.

Earl's Eſtate ſet up to Sale, purſuant to the Notice before, Intitled, A 
Rental of the Eſtates late Lord Derwentwater's, in the Counties of Nor- 
thumberland and Cumberland, in the Body of which Particular, 
chere is likewiſe inſerted an Eſtate in the County Palatine of Durham; 


which Eſtates are there declared to be ſubject to an Annuity of 200 J. 
payable ro Charles Radcliffe during his Life, as alſo to other Annuities 


and Incumbrances therein mentioned : And at the End of the Rental 


it is inſerted, That the above Eſtate was to be ſold during the conti- 
nuance of an Eſtate in Tail Male veſted in Charles Rade, it

er Brother of the ſaid late Earl in Remainder, expectant on che Death 
of John Radcliffe, only Son of the ſaid late Earl under Age, and with-

Hereupon inſpecting the Minute-Book, wherein the Proceedings of 


the ſaid Commiſſioners were each Day entered, your Committee found, 
that on the Eleventh of July 1723, the beforementioned Annuity is 


there declared to be ſold to Robert Hackett, Eſq; for 1205 l. without 


the Arrears, purſuant to an Order of the Board the Day before. 


But in the Book, in which the Contracts of the reſpective Purchaſers 


of the Forfeited Eſtates are entred, on the Days ſuch Contracts were 
made, no Contract for the Sale of the ſaid Annuity appeared to be 
entred; and your Committee obſerve among the Contracts dated the 


_ Eleventh of July, two Leaves are torn out, and in the fame place a 


looſe Leaf is pinn'd in, on which appeared to be entred a Contract for 


the Purchaſe of the aforeſaid Annuity, Signed Robert Hackett ; which 


looſe Leaf no ways tallies to the remaining part of either of the 
Leaves torn out. Po 5 „%% T 
In the Minute. Book, where the Proceedings of the Twenty- fourth 
of July are entred, it is there mentioned, That Mr. Hackett having 
refuſed to perform his Contract, the ſaid Annuity ſhould be put up a- 
gain to Sale on the Tuæſday then next following. | 


And in the Book of Contracts your Committee found a Contract, 
ſigned Math. White, and dated the Thirtieth of the ſame Jul), in 


which he is declared Purchaſer of the ſaid Annuny of 2007. together 
with all the Arrears thereof, from the Attainder of the ſaid Charles 


Radcliffe, for the Sum of 1201/7. 15. and no more. 


Upon which your Committee inſpected the Minutes of the Pro- 


ceedings of the Thirtieth of July, and found only the Names of two 
of the Commiſſioners, Mr. Serjeant Birch, and Mr. Bond, entred as 
preſent that Day, and no Notice taken, that the ſaid Annuity was either 


put up to Sale by Cant or Auction, or Sold; though in the aforeſaid 


Contract White is declared to be the beſt Bidder: Nor did it appear 


to your Committee by any of the Books or Minutes, that the Com- 
miſſioners ever demanded from Hackett the Forfeitureas, directed to 


be paid by the Act, for not performing his Contract. 
In the Minute- Book, among the Proceedings of the Eleventh of 


July 1723, your Committee found, that the Eſtates of the late Earl 
of Derwentwater in the Counties of Northumberland and Cumberland, 


were fold to Wilkam Smith — of Billiter- Square, London, for 10601: 


Contract entred there; but two Leaves appeared to be torn out, and

Eleventh of the ſame July are entred, your Committee found no ſuch 
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after ſeveral] Contracts dated between the Eleventh and the Thirtieth 
of the ſame Month, a Contract is entred, ſigned William Smith, and 
dated, as on the Eleventh ; by which the Eſtate Tail veſted in Charles 
Radcliffe in Remainder, expectant on the Death of 7ohn Radcliffe with- 


out Iſſue Male, and alſo the Reverſion in Fee of the ſaid late Earl's 
Eſtates in Northumberland and Cumberland, ſubje&> to the Charges and 
Annuities mentioned in the printed Particular, are ſold to the ſaid 


Smith for 1060. a Copy of which Contract 1s hereunto annexed, 
Appendix, Ne.

It alſo appeared to your Committee by an Original Precept, ſealed 


and ſigned with the Names of four Commiſſioners, and directed to the 
ſaid William Smith, requiring him to pay into the Exchequer 1060 J. 
that the ſaid Money was for the Purchaſe of Part of the Eſtate of the 


late Earl of Derwentwater, in the Counties of Northumberland and 
Cumberland. 


Upon examining the Books, where Copies of the ſeveral Conveyances 
are entred, your Committee found, that in purſuance of the laſt men- 


tioned Contract, a Conveyance was executed by the ſaid Commiſſio- 


ners dated the Twenty-eighth of September 1723. whereby the ſaid 


late Earl's Eſtates in the Counties of Northumberiand and Cumberland, 
and the County Palatine of Durham, are conveyed to the ſaid Sith. 


It appearing to your Committee in the Courſe of their Examination, 


that Leaves have been torn or cut out, Erazements made, and Inter- 


lineations inſerted in the Minute Book, and Book of Contracts, they 
firſt examincd in the moſt ſolemn Manner; Mr. George Turbill; who ſaid, 
that he was formerly Regiſter to the Commiſſioners for the Sale of the 
Forfeited Eſtates, and is now Keeper of the Records and Papers be- 


longing to the ſaid Commiſſion ; that ſince the ſaid Records and Papers 


were delivered to him by Mr. Allen, the then Secretary to the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, they have never been out of his Cuſtody, nor have 


any Alterations been made in them to his Knowledge, fince that Time. 
That the firſt Time he obſerved Leaves to be torn out of the Book 
of Contracts, was, when Mr. Smith lately applied to him for Copics of 


ſome. Claims, and the Contract for Sale of the late Lord Derwentwater's 
Eſtate; Upon the Examinanr's Searching for the ſaid Contract (which is 
dated the Eleventh of July 1723.) it was not entred among the Con- 
tracts of that Date, but Leaves had been there torn out, and he found 


it entred ſubſequent to another Contract, dated the Thirtieth of the 
ſame July. | hd as TT 


Being ſhewn a looſe Leaf, on which is entred the Contract for the 


Sale of Mr. Radcliff*s Annuity to Hacket, and aſked, where he found 


that Leaf, he anſwered, he found it at the End of the Contract Book, 


but pinn'd it into the Place, where he thought it þelonged, and the 
firſt Time he ſaw it, was, when t 
made to him by Smith. 


Mr. Samuel Allen, being alſo examined in the molt ſolemn Manner, 


ſaid, That he was appointed by the ſaid Commiſſioners, firſt to be 
their Sollicitor, and afterwards, upon the Removal of the late 


Mr. Martin, to be their Secretary; that he always locked up the 


Book of Contracts in the Commiſſioners Room; and upon his ma- 
king Enquiry lately among A7:r1iz's Clerks, how Leaves came to be 
torn out of the ſaid Book, they could give him no Account of ths. 
Matter. 5 | 

The Book being ſhewn him, where Smizh's Contract, dated the E— 
Jeventh of Jh, is entred, ſubſequent to one dated the Thirti-th, and 


ne 


he before mentioned Application was 
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he aſked: the Reaſon of it, he anſwered, ik was wrote by o one Cooke, 


a Clerk at that Time in the Office; ma the Examinant believed the 
firſt Contract was torn out, and another was afterwards made and 
antedated; and he ſaid, he believed, that ſeveral Leaves had been torn 
out before he entred upon the Office of Secretary, and might aſter- 


wards, but. he never tore out any himſelf, nor did he remember ag 


gave any Orders for fo doing; if he did, it was when Contracts en- 


tred wrong by the Clerks have been torn out by the Commiſſioners 


Order; for he ſhould never have given ſuch Orders himſelf without 
their Direction. 

He further ſaid, That he believed ſeveral Leaves between the Ele- 
venth and Eighteenth of July 1723, might be cut out of the ſaid 
Book whilſt in his Cuſtody, but he knows nothing of the looſe Leaf 
before mentioned, nor that there was any looſe Leaf in the ſaid Book, 


when he dehvered it to Mr, Turbill; However, that there was not 


any at that Time, he would not poſitively affirm. 
Mr. William Cocke, being examined in the moſt ſolemn Manner, 
ſaid, That he was Regiſtring Clerk to the Commiſſioners, and En- 


groſſing Clerk of the Decrecs. 


Upon his being ſhewn the looſe Leaf, wherzon is entred Hactetibs 


Contract mentioned before, and examined in Relation thereto, he 


ſaid, Thar Contract was of his Hand-writing, he ſometimes entring 
Contracts when the Clerk, whoſe Buſineſs it was to do it, was other- 


a wiſe employed; but being ſo long ſince, he could not remember, 


whether he wrote it in a Book, or on a looſe Sheet of Paper; But 
he did not remember, that he ever wrote any Contract on a looſe 


Leaf. 
He likewiſe ſaid, That Mr. Whites. Contract for the Purchaſe of 


Mr. Radclif*s Annuity, dated the Thirtieth of Fuly 1723, and Mr. 


Smiths Contract, dated the Eleventh of the ſame Month, were of 


his Hand- writing; but he could not remember the Days of the Month 


on which he wrote the ſame; yet he believed, by the Order in which 
they are entred in the Book, this Smith's Chorrath, dated the Eleventh, 


was wrote after White 8, dated the Thirtieth. And he ſaid he had 


his Directions concerning this Contract of Smit bs, from one Mr. Har- 


15 only. 
Mr. John Harris, being . in the moſt ſolemn 1 ſaid 


That 4 was Clerk under the Secretary to the ſaid Commiſſioners, an 


being aſked from whom he had the Draught of Mr. Smith's Contract, 


dared the Eleventh of July, and entred ſubſequent to Mpite's of the 


I hirtieth; he anſwered, He had it from Mr. Allen, but remembred 


no Ord-rs he gave to Cooke relating thereto, though Cooke ſometimes: 


_ aſſiſted bim. 
Being aſked, If he never obſerved any Leaves to be torn out of 


the Book of Contracts? He ſaid, the firſt Time he did, was at his 
ſormer Examination before your Committee; but he believed it had 


been. a Practice in the Office to tear them out, when Miſtakes have 
happened in the writing, or the Particular of an Eſtate has been de- 


fective, or a better Title has been made appear; But then 1t was 


never done without Order from the Board of Commiſſioners. 

He further ſaid, That he always attended the Sales of the Forfeited 
Eſtates, and particularly remembred he was preſent the Eleventh of 
July 1723, when the late Lord Derwentwater's Eſtate was ſet up to 
Sale; and he believed it was then fold to Mr. $mh, that the Contract 


was entred that Day in the Book, and he believed he was Witneſs to 
It, 


it, becauſe he was Witneſs to the other Contracts entred the ſame 
Day. 


Then he was ſhewn the Book of Contracts; and not finding it en- 


tred among the other Contracts of that Date witneſſed by him, the 


Examinant ſaid, he believed it was torn or cut out, but by whom, 
or at what Time this was done, he could not remember. | 

Whereupon he was directed to declare, what he knew, or had heard 
relating to this Matter? And he informed your Committee, That 


Mr. Allen, and himſelf went to Mr. &nith, to know of him the Parti- 


culars of his Contract being cut out, and at what Time it was done. 
Mr. Smith told them, he believed it was done upon his Application 


to the Board of Commiſſioners, when he made it appear to them, that 


they had a better Eſtate or Intereſt left in them, than what they had 
ſold to him; and therefore he had got an Order for a new Contract, 
the Draught of which Sni (upon the Examinant's aſking him) ſaid 
he believed was made out by the late Mr. Moor, who was then Maſter 


of the References. The Examinant then aſking Sith, who tore out 


the firſt Contract? His Anſwer was, He did not ſee it torn out, nor 
did he know who did it, but he believed it was done the Thirtieth of 
July; The Examinant ſaid, Mr. Smith did not mention the Names of the 


Commiſſioners preſent the Day this Order was made; But upon Alleu's 
aſking him, from whom he had this Intelligence of the Additional 


Eſtate? Smith anſwered, From Mr. More. | 
Mr. Allen in his Examination confirmed what Mr. Harris ſaid in 
Relation to that, which Smith told Harris and him, and added like— 
wife, That Smith ſaid the new Contract was made for the fame Conlt- 
deration, as the former. 1 : : 
Mr. Tarbill allo in his Examination gave Information to your Com- 


mittee, That Mr. Smith had, ſince this Enquiry began, given him 


the ſame Account in Relation to the vacating his firſt Contract, and 
that Smith told him, that upon his Application to the Commiſſioners, 
another Contract was made about twenty Days after, but dated as on 


the Eleventh of Jul). 


And Mr. Twurbill in another Part of his Examination ſaid, That 
ſome time after the Death of Mr. Radcliffe, Son to the late Earl of 
Derwentwater, the Examinant then being 1n the Countrey, Mr. Smith 
wrote him a Letter, acquainting him, that now Mr. Radcliffe was dead, 
they ſhould want Copies of ſeveral Claims and Decrees. | 
Hereupon, Mr. Tyrbill was aſked, if he knew what Mr. Snith meant 
when he made uſe of the Word, They, and he anſwered, he ſup- 
poled he meant other Perſons, that were link'd with him in the 


_ Purchaſe. | 
The Examinant being aſk'd, if he knew who thoſe Perſons were; 


he ſaid, he had often heard Mr. Smith ſay, that Mr. John Bond, Sir 
Fojeph Eyles, and Mr. White (the Purchaſor of Mr. Radcliffe's Annuity) 
were concerned in the Purchaſe of the ſaid late Earl's Land Eſtate ; 
and the Examinant faid, he remember'd Mr. Smith told him, that on 
the Eleventh of July, the Day of the Sale of this Eſtate, he the ſaid 
Snith, upon ſeeing the printed Particular of the Eſtate hang up in 
the Office, aſked one or more of the Perſons abovenamed, if they 
would be concerned in a Lottery ; and the Examinant thought he 
mentioned J/hite, That ſince this Enquiry, the Examinant has allo
